Housebuilder 
sets higher 
energy standard 


Blockwork gives 
an energy boost 


A MAJOR housebuilder has 
token n lead supporting the 
electricity supply industry's 
efforts to set fresh standards of 
energy efficiency and comfort in 
housing. 

Rendell Homes, n member af 
llie Lovell Group, is building a 
range of all-electric homes to a 
new electricity supply industry 
specification. The first 26 homes 
nre being constructed as n joint 
development project with the 
electricity industry at The Rid¬ 
ings, Devizes. 

The specification ensures that 
occupants will enjoy comfortable 
room temperatures, low running 
costs and a continuous supply of 
fresh air. 

Homes built to the new energy- 
efficient house design must have 
high levels of thermal insulation 
and electric space and water 
heating designed to make the 
most of less than half-price 
electricity on the Economy 7 
tariff. 

Tiie roof, walls and floor must 
ail be insulated to much higher 
levels than required by the 
Building Regulations and the 
specification also Incorporates 
energy-saving features such as 
low U-vnluc windows and doors. 

The novel aspect of the design, 
however, lies in combining these 
features with a controlled ventila¬ 
tion and heat recovery system 
which provides a continuous 
supply of clenn, fresh air to the 


living rooms, while removing 
moisture and odours and helping 
to prevent condensation. 

The fan-operated ventilation 
unit, hidden above its integral 
cooker hood, removes smoke and 
smells by extracting stale or 
moisture-laden air from the 
kitchen, bathroom and we. Filt¬ 
ered fresh air is ducted into living 
rooms and bedrooms from out¬ 
side via ceiling-mounted grilles. 

A heat recovery system saves 
energy by reclaiming between 60 
and 65 per cent of the heat 
produced by domestic appliances, 
people and (he sun shining 
through windows, and adding It to 
the incoming fresh air. 

Weatherstripping around 
doors and windows, combined 
with other design details,ensures 
that the houses are much more 
airtight than conventional homes. 
Heal losses are further prevented 
by (he fact that the windows need 
never be opened in winter. 

The new specification has been 
adopted by the electricity supply 
industry as the next logical stage 
in Its efforts to encourage more 
energy efficient housing. 

It is Intended as a progression 
from the Industry's successful 
Medallion Award scheme for 
private sector, low-energy hous¬ 
ing. More than 90,000 dwellings 
have been committed to the 
Medallion Award specification 
since the scheme was launched In 
1978.

DEMAND for Aircrete blocks 
since 1979 has risen faster than 
the demand for blocks in 
general, claims the Autoclaved 
Aerated Concrete Products 
Association.

Birmingham hotel revamn

PROPOSALS for a uni¬ 
que triangular-shaped 
tower for the centre of 
Birmingham have been 
dropped after a dramatic 
cost-cutting exercise by 
the developers. 

The Hyatt International 
hotel, designed by Renton 
Howard Wood Levin, was to 
havc been a 30-storey Dallas • 
style glass tower, supported 
by two low-rise glazed wings. 

The architects have revealed 
that the hotel has been re¬ 
designed. A fresh planning 
application was submitted to 
Birmingham council in June t his 
year. 

A spokesman from RHWL 
said: “The building was unique 


and everyone involved was very 
excited about it, but there was a 
premium attached to it that no 
one was prepared to pay." 

The construction company, 
Tarmac, refused to reveal the 
cost of thc new design, but it is 
known to be substantially less 
than thc originnl figure of £30 
million. 

The new application shows a 
conventional tower, four stor-

eys lower, and radically re¬ 
designed around the base, 
replacing the wings with podium 
buildings at the back of the 
block. 

The council said that plans for 
a bridge linking the hotel with 
the £106 million convention 
centre opposite had also been 
dropped. A spokesman said a 
bridge did not feature in the 
new application although an 
allowance hud been made for 
one in the future. 

The wall-climber lifts are 
included in the new design, as is 
the mirror glazed finish that has 
become the building’s hallmark. 

The hotel has also been 
moved from the Gas Street 
Basin end of the site towards 
Bridge Street.

Mystery over Murphy move 


A WALL of silence surrounds the 
premature retirement of Stuart 
Murphy, City of London chief 
architect and planner. 

Murphy, 55, retired to nurse 
his sick wi fe according to officials 
at the Guildhall, with additional 
years added to his service to 
ensure a full pension. 

But there have been claims that 
this was a convenient excuse and 


that he was forced to retire 
because of bis obstructive atti¬ 
tude to developments In the City. 

Disputes with Murphy have 
involved, among others, Rich¬ 
ard Rogers and Peter Palumbo, 
Despite the City's new develop¬ 
ment-oriented local plan, many 
property professionals in (lie City 
are believed (0 have lost confi¬ 
dence in Murphy. 


The City press officer claimed 
this week it had sent out a press 
release concerning the early 
retirement as early as July 17, but 
only the press office appears to 
have seen it. 

There are also reports that 
Murphy's retirement package 
included an agreement not to talk 
(a the press) but BD has been 
unable to confirm this.

ON August 31 the Boiler- 
house Project closes the 
doo rs on its temporary home 
at the Victoria & Albert 
Museum and prepares to 
move to a permanent site in 
Butler’s Wharf. 

Due for completion in early 
1988, the promised conversion 
plans to turn 4,000sq m into a 
new exhibition space, a design 
library and archive, conference 
and restaurant facilities, as well 
as a permanent collection of 
objects (most of which are still to 
be acquired). 

The Boiierhouse, funded by 
the Conran Foundation, with 
Stephen Bayley as its first 
director, opened its clinical 
white-tiled gallery in 1981. It 
was given a basement site at the 
Exhibition Road entrance to the 
V&A and granted a status 
something like that of an 
embassy in a foreign land. With 
private funding, it pursued an 
individual approach to publi¬ 
cising design. 

Twenty-three successful ex¬ 
hibitions later, Conran nnd 
Daylcy can congratulate them¬ 
selves on the progress made in 
tile first five years. In retro¬ 
spect the choice of site was 
inspired, and in return far 
playing the role of foster parent, 
the V&A will now inherit niuch- 
needed extra gallery space. At

Lifting the veil from Riyadh 

Fiona Gorman reviews an exhibition on the Saudi capital now on at Olympia. 


FROM the time when Riyadh was chosen (o 
replace nl-Dlr’Iya as the capital of the Saudi 
slate In 1824, the city has been developing as 
the political, agricultural and trade focus of 
the country, with the grcolest advances made 
In the past IS years. 

The “Riyadh yesterday and today” 
exhibition, put together by Jasper Jacob 
Associates at Olympia, conveys a real sense 
of Saudi Arabia and pinpoints the cultural and 
religious characteristics which have made the 
modem hl-lech city r place of history too. 

Shown rirsl in potted version In n small 
room In Germany iast year, (he Installations 
and Images of this enlarged display a I low the 
Saudi government to reveal Just what It 
chooses to. 

JJA associate Peter Stlckland explains 


that (he museum interior and architec¬ 
tural design consultants were called in and 
told lo “go away and dream". The result Is 
not, however, a European view of a Tar-off 
land and culture, but a vision born of years of 
experience of interior architecture and 
museum work in Saudi. 

Divided Into three main sections — an 
historical exploration of the Riyadh region; 
contemporary Riyadh, its growth and 
aspirations; other areas of Saudi Arabia — 
the show concerns itself with fabric of the new 
city and merely glimpses the social structure. 

This Is a Saudi pat on the back for the 
European and Japanese consultants who 
helped realise modern Riyadh and an 
Invitation to use the facilities. 

Alt hough this rather clinical approach may 


make the mystery of the mosques, (be 
dependence on the desert, the nomadic nnture 
of the older tribes, and the turning to 
technology and fruition of the Saud family a 
little indigestible, each subject is dealt with in 
detail and benefits from all the audio and 
visual aids available. 

The exhibition embraces the oasis city, 
with a full-scale recreation of the old city wall 
complete with texturing and towers and a 
four-fifth reproduction of a courtyard house. 

This display Includes a 40m diameter 
octagonal arcaded space and the largest 
complex of geodesic domes built indoors in 
this country. A lighting tower in the middle 
projects images of the Riyadh skyline. 
“Riyadh yesterday and today" continues at 
Olympia until August 10.

Association Bulletin. His man¬ 
agement style takes its lead from 
the commercial world, some¬ 
thing of a contrast to the 
museum establishment noted 
for its civil service reserve. 
Inevitably this has brought 
difficulties and criticism. 

It must be said that in the last 
five years the Boiierhouse has 
often provoked aggressive 
media coverage. Reviews have 
generally been guarded and less 
than kind, a situation particu¬ 
larly true of exhibitions like 
’’Taste and national character¬ 
istics in design". Relying on 
distinguished academics and 
practitioners to contribute their 
expertise, the planning of these 
exhibitions is rumoured to have 
been problematic, leading to 
suggestions of walk-outs, rows 
and personality clashes more in 
keeping with an opera company 
than a museum. 

Bayley has generated con¬ 
troversy, but his achievement 
has been to focus interest on 
important, though neglected, 
areas of design. The last exhibi¬ 
tion, ”14:24 British Youth 
Culture", is no exception. The 
ideas and consumer goods 
generated by teenage culture are 
arguably Britain’s most import¬ 
ant post-war export. In 1985, for 
example, Neil Kinnock de¬ 
scribed the pop video as "Brit¬ 
ain’s last vital industry". 

But these issues are rarely 
discussed, and the exhibition 
takes as its theme the idea of 
youth culture through com- 
moddities, and the marketing of 
goods which include the Lam- 
bretta.HMV records, and Dr 
Martens shoes.

Bayley plans to 
take some time out of the 
country to look at design on an 
international level before h« 
commits himself to the shapeof 
his new enterprise. 

But the feeling is of a fresh 
start at Butler’s Wharf, anil 
there is even talk of a changed 
name. A competition has been 
launched, in collaboration with 
Designer magazine, and entn 
(with a case of wine for the 
winner) is still open.

SACKED council architect 
Keith Holdsworth has com¬ 
plained to the Audit Com¬ 
mission about an “indepen¬ 
dent” district auditor’s report 
into alleged overpayments on 

council building contracts. 

Chief audit inspector Les 
Stanford is looking into the 
allegations of "inaccuracies, 
omissions and bias" in the 
council-commissioned report 
and could order a re-examina- 
tion. 

New Forest District Council 
sacked Holdsworth earlier this 
year for "serious misconduct", 
but he maintains he lost his job 
after stumbling across large 
overpayments in council build¬ 
ing contracts (News February 7). 

The council called in the 
district nuditor to carry out a 
review of the building contracts 
nnd Holdsworth was called to 
give evidence to the inquiry. 

Holdsworth says the final 
report makes more than 20 
complaints about "irregulari¬ 
ties" in contracts, but that there 
are no charges of corruption or 
fraud. 

He said: "It’s a whitewash. 
The report doesn't get to the 
heart of the matter." 

He claims district auditor 


Peter Hepplestone points out 
some valuation errors and notes 
ihnt there have been omissions 
where work paid for by the 
council has not been done. 

New Forest chief solicitor 
Paul Croft admitted the auditor 
found there was evidence of pro- 
cedural weakness within the 
council’s technical services 
department, but that steps were

being taken to lighten those 
areas. 

Holdsworth has been galled 
by the auditor’s final conclu¬ 
sion, which he sees as a personal 
attack. 

This says: “I do not queston 
Mr Holdsworth’s capabilities as 
an architect, but from the in- 
depth audit of three contracts 
with which he was connected 
and reading the considerable 
number of related files and from 
talking to officers who worked 
with him it was clear he was a 
difficult person to work with. 

"His attitude and manner 
were not conducive to being an 
efficient team member and there 
is no doubt in my mind from the 
evidence seen that the decision 
taken by the authority to 


dispense with his services has 
been to the authority’s ad¬ 
vantage." 

Holdsworth has sent a nine- 
page commentary to the Audit 
Commission listing the report’s 
main faults. 

Meanwhile, the fight to clear 
Holdsworth’s name goes on and 
the battleground has moved to 
the High Court. He is claiming 
costs and damages against New 
Forest, arguing that because 
the council ignored standard 
procedural guidelines his sack¬ 
ing was null and void. 

Bui the council has denied any 
procedural discrepancies and 
said it would be fighting the case 
“as well as taking other action" 
over the accusations. 

A spokesman for the council’s 
solicitors department would not 
expand on what the "other 
action" might be, but said the 
council had already decided it 
would not be in its interests to 


reinstate Holdsworth. 

"His conduct has resulted in 
the complete underminingofthe 
mutual trust and confidence 
essential to both the relationship 
between himself, fellow profes¬ 
sionals, employees and coun¬ 
cillors, and himself and the 
council as an employer," he 
said. 


Leeds backlog 

MORE than £900 million is 
needed in the next 10 years to 
bring council and private sector 
housing in Leeds up to a 
reasonable standard, according 
to the council. 

It has decided to ask the 
Government for a housing 
investment allocation of £81.4 
million for next year compared 
with £22.4 million allocated for 
this year to combat the backlog 
of capital investment. 


A WATERTIGHT “control 
document" for the develop¬ 
ment of Canary Wharf is being 
drawn up by the London Dock¬ 
lands Development Corporation. 

It would be presented to the 
American consortium by Sept¬ 
ember, said LDDC chairman 
Christopher Benson, speaking at 
a conference to mark the fifth 
anniversary of the LDDC. 

The amount of money com¬ 
mitted to Canary Wharf was 
"without precedent In the world’’, 
with "no guarantees whatsoever 
that the scheme would be enrried 
out". 

But the "Master Building 
Agreement", together with a 
design guideline document, wns 
"the closest thing we’ve got to 
planning consent", lie was 
confident that by uutunin a deal 
could be struck with the Ameri¬ 
cans. 

While Canary Wharfs future 
provoked numerous questions 
from the floor, both Benson and 
chief executive Reg Ward were 
quick to promote the R oy ul Dock s 


as "the major thrust of our 
thought process". 

Benson said the LDDC had 
been criticised as heing “too 
Idealistic" over the Roynl Docks 
development because of the 
concept of a "city within a city". 

But it was a quest Ion of whether 
the marketplace would respond, 
"and It has responded", he said. 

Ward said Richard Rogers had 
been hired to carry out an urban 
design scheme because he had 
"such brilliant conceptual 
skills". 

While locnl activists were 
attempting to drown the con¬ 
ference with loud disco music. 
Benson said: “There arc bound lo 
be local casualties, but you can’t 
make an omelette without brenk- 
InRCRRS-"

Broad principles of 
conduct, ethical standards of 
specific goals which members 
should aspire to in their work, 
and rules of conduct, which if 
broken would constitute gro¬ 
unds for AIA disciplinary 
action. 

Penalties for breaking the 
code vary from censure to 
expulsion from the institute. 

It is due toeomc into force in 
January 1987.

Foster's 

BBC 

plans for 
RA show 


ONE of the best-kept secrets 
of recent years, Foster Asso¬ 
ciates* plans for the aborted 
BBC Radio broadcasting 
headquarters, will Anally go 
on public show in October at 
the Royal Academy’s Foster, 
Rogers, Stirling exhibition. 

Selected from an internat¬ 
ional shortlist of architects, 
including Terry Farrell and 
Richard Rogers, Foster's office 
was appointed in late 1982 to 
design the £100 million replace¬ 
ment for the Grade {[-listed 
Lnnghnm Hotel used by the 
corporation since the war. The 
scheme was finally dropped one 
year ngo when the BBC bought 
the White City stadium site for 
its expansion. 

For Foster it was “the most 
complex and challenging pro¬ 
ject we have ever tackled’ 1 . The 
conflicting urban considera¬ 
tions — terminating the axis of 
Portland Place, turning the 
comer into Regent Street,facing 
Nash's Ail Souls and Cavendish 
Square — presented consider¬ 
able problems, most of which 
the practice had never faced. 

The scheme is centred on a 
full-height, semi-public atrium 
forming a route from Portland 
Place to Cavendish Square, 
aligned diagonally on All Souls 
with a six-storey glass wall. 
Escalators serve each floor 
within the atrium while six stair 
towers are arranged at the 
perimeter. Internal planning on 
the diagonal grid is mostly open 
plan around fixed acoustically 
isolated studios. 

Despite its cancellation, the 
impact of the BBC project could 
still be considerable. For Foster 
Associates it suggests that the 
rigorous approach that charac¬ 
terises their work can be suc¬ 
cessfully translated toasensitive 
inner-city site. More generally it 
indicates that modern archi¬ 
tecture can now make an im¬ 
portant and effective contribu¬ 
tion to the quality of the city.

AS tbe problem of homeless families and 
young single people continues to grow, 
with the attendant evil of “bed and 
breakfasting"; as mobility of labour 
becomes increasingly restricted because 
of the dearth of private rented accom¬ 
modation; and as tbe standard of new 
building gives cause for concern, we can 
only hope that Nicholas Ridley, who is 
bringing a fresh mind to these problems, 
can see through the red herrings of the 
housing scene. 

The first and biggest herring is that 
housing problems are caused by local 
authority restrictions on land release. 
This is simply not true. The homeless 
problem has to do with shortage of rented 
accommodation, be it in private, public 
or quasi-public ownership. If you ask 
housebuilders why new housing Is so 
expensive, they will tell you it is ail to do 
with land prices; yet does anyone imagine 
that were land prices to fall the price of 
new homes would fall proportionately? 
Of course not, for it is the housebuild¬ 


ers themselves who decide the land value. 

This brings us to another house¬ 
builders' herring, that improving the 
quality of homes would inevitably result 
in higher prices. This is not true either. 
Suppose the Government were to 
strengthen the Building Regulations so 
that the quality of design and materials In 
new homes was markedly increased. Say 
it cost the builder another 20 per cent to 
produce such a home. Would that cost be 
passed on to the customer? No it would 
not, because the builder knows what 
maximum price a house in a certain 
location will fetch; instead, the builder 
would pay less for the land In the first 
place! 

The red herrings on the public sector 
side of the housing argument arise from 
the notion that council housing is 
inevitably virtuous. Local authorities are 
not necessarily the best bodies to be 
housing managers, however. Almost any 
co-op or tenant group will tell you how 
inefficient and costly they can be. Yet to

hear some councils speak (eg Liverpool) 
you would think that unless housing is 
municipal It doesn't really count. Well, 
the proof of how popular it Is can be 
judged from the rush to buy jn recent 
years, with the proportion of home- 
owners now more than 60 per cent. At the 
same time, it would be foolish to pretend 
that councils do not have a significant 
role to play In the housing market, and 
Ridley would do well to ponder precisely 
what (hat role should be as he busies 
himself talking about setting up more co¬ 
ops etc. It may have an even more 
significant role following the Gov¬ 
ernment’s caring decision to penalise the 
redundant by stopping their mortgage 
payments. But there Is a greater role for 
the private and quasi-public sector — to 
which I shall return next week.

Energy: a need 
for foresight

School o f 
Mechanical Engineering, Cra/i- 
field Institute of Technology 
I MUST respond to Miles 
Scou's letter (July 18) pub¬ 
lished under the banner head¬ 
line “Being awkward over 
energy”, if only so his letter 
should not be “greeted by 
complete silence" as was the 
letter of Boyd Auger's to which 
he refers. Was this not the time 
of the RIBA's conference and 
exhibition, “Buildings — the 
key to energy conservation"? 
(No one, by the way, can be 
awkward over energy.) 

Ted Stevens' article relating 
to architects' ignorance of 
energy issues and lack of com¬ 
mitment to energy efficiency in 
buildings raises cause for con¬ 
cern, Miles Scott uses it to 
suggest it is a matter of no 
consequence. Dr Schumacher 
wurned in 1964 “there is no 
substitute for energy, it is not 
just another commodity but a 
pre-condition of all commod¬ 
ities. .. here is a field in which 
one cannot let things rip, where 
one has every reason to mistrust 
the wisdom of mere market 
forces: where there is need for 
foresight, good husbandry and 
conscious conservation". This is 
as true for 1986 ns it was for 1964 
and will be so for the foreseeable 
future. 

Perhaps this is the moment to 
reiterate Schumacher's wise 
words at a time of the market 
down-tu rn in oil prices and for a 


redoubling of the efficiency 
effort. For the long term, 
consider the global balance of 
supply and demand with the 
steady depletion of fossil fuels 
and an increasing requirement 
for energy by the Third World. 

With 52 per cent of our 
primary energy in the UK 
consumed in buildings and only 
40 per cent of useful energy 
delivered, energy use in build¬ 
ings is a significant slice of the 
energy market. Not that the 
architect normally thinks of his 
building as a thermal machine, 
but it is. Surely it must be of 
some concern that he should 
design his building in such away 
as to provide comfort with 
economy, minimise the need for 
applied energy, to consider the 
system as an energetic whole. Is 
this not a duty tohis client? Is it 
not a basis for measuring the 
quality of a building? In the 
context of climntc-rcspccting 
design Vitruvius thought so. 
Certainly the anticipated chan¬ 
ges in the Building Regulations 
will require (he architect to 
consider the performance of his 
building in a more exacting way. 

Perhaps Scott and all the 
non-caring architects identified 
by Stevens in his poll should 
come to the Four Professions 
Energy Group Conference on 
September 18-20. The title oft lie 
proceedings is “Energy ef¬ 
ficiency — the key to good 
building", or have the institu¬ 
tions represented (RIBA, 
CIBSE, R ICS, Cl OB) got it all 


wrong? I think not, but I may be 
wearing the emperor's clothes! 
We might learn a little how not 
to design buildings that con¬ 
tinue to fail, or how to go about 
our business with a greater sense 
of responsibility. But a little 
learning isadangcrous thing! At 
Cranfield wc teach an “energy 
and buildings" course at MSc 
level, putting the architecture 
and science together in an 
energy-conscious way. That 
can't be a bad thing to do. 
Maybe architects don't care 
about the science of their 
buildings. Remember the Se¬ 
cond Law of Thermodynamics, 
that condemns all things to a 
slow entropic drift towards 
exhaustion?

A sweeping 
generalisation 

From Peter BenweU, president. 
Society of Chief Architects of

I HAVE read Ted Stevens’ 
report on the results of the RD 
survey on architects' knowledge 
of energy conservation tech¬ 
niques. The report docs not 
explain the composition of this 
“exclusive poll" or the criteria 
for selecting the architects 
invited to participate. 

five conclusion that archi¬ 
tects arc uncommitted on energy 
conservation can only be a 
sweeping generalisation drawn 
from selected statistics, because 
frankly the conclusion isjnsi not 
true for the architectural profes¬ 
sion as a whole. 

On behalf of architects work¬ 
ing in local authorities 1 have to 
tell you most emphatically that 
the conclusion is wrong. As well 
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as being grossly misleading, it is 
an irresponsible and unjust 
reflection upon the strenuous 
effort that we have been making 
over the last decade to save 
energy by design and construc¬ 
tion of buildings, but we also 
have the continuing responsi¬ 
bility for looking after and 
improving the huge existing 
stock of local authority owned 
buildings. 

The proven record of energy 
conservation in local authorities 
isacompellingstory that utterly 
refutes the conclusion of the 
poll. Many of us as architects 
head multi-professional depart¬ 
ments, which requires good team 
working to make the most of 
energy efficiency. The Audit 
Commission has testified to the 
many good examples of energy 
efficiency in local authorities 
and we are often invited to speak 
at conferences or contribute 
articles on how we are achieving 
our objectives. 

In SCALA we have an energy 
committee which is the focus for 
out activities and the sharing of 
knowledge and experience. We 
enjoy a close liaison with the 
Department of Energy and its 
regional energy efficiency of¬ 
ficers, and we have a strong 
practical bond with LAMSAC 
on energy initiatives. 

Throughout local authorities 
in the UK, there are many fine 
examples of new buildings 
where energy efficiency has been 
(given a high priority in the brief 
in order to promote and eval¬ 
uate new ideas. A high propor¬ 
tion of these projects have 
received design awards. 

The County of Durham is an 
average sized county of 604,000 i 
population. The annual energy 
bill for our 2,000 county council 
buildings is £7m. If we had not 
bothered to saveenergy, that bill 
would now be more than £8m 
each year. Our achievements 
include several design awards 
for energy-efficient projects. We 
have set our sights on increasing 
the saving from £lm to £1.5m 
each year. 1 know we were not 
included in the BD poll, but it 
would be most interesting to 
hear who was. 

If any of your readers would 
like to know more about what 
architects in local authoritiesare 
doing to be more energy ef¬ 
ficient, then we shall be pleased 
to tell them.

Neighbours if 
not friends

I WOULD not lightly reject an 
offer of friendship but I must say 
I'm puzzled at Dennis Berry’s 
comment (Scorpio July 25) that I 
am his "friend and neighbour”. 

Certainly 1 am the latter, 
having lived a stone’s throw 
from Kingston School or Archi¬ 
tecture since 1 came to London 
in 1966. Indeed, it is this very 
proximity that has made me so 
disappointed that over the last 
20 years I have barely crossed 
the threshold of Berry’s school. 
It is actually no exaggeration to 
say that, when I was teaching 
and lecturing, it was easier for 
me to be asked to meet the 
students of Los Angeles or 
Lliibljana, than those on mv 
own doorstep. 

To be frank, 1 fully believe 
that it has been a policy to keep 
me out of the Kingston school. 
In 1981 your own newspaperran 
a lengthy story on how, al the 
last minute, I was prevented 
from speakingat the school after 
having been "billed" for the 
previous two months. The 
secretary or the local RIBA 
chapter, Alan Blanc, resigned 
over the matter, publicly des¬ 
cribing the situation in the 
Kingston school as "McCarihy- 
ism’. 1 have been told by some 
Kingston staff that when stu¬ 
dents have put my name forward 
as a potential visiting speaker, 
other senior staff have simply 
crossed my name off any list. 


Really, it hardly surprises me 
— Kingston is little different to 
any school of architecture. I 
taught at the AA for 10 years; l 
was a visiting speaker at over 80 
schools on three continents; I 
was democratically elected ns 
the chairman of the Schools of 
Architecture Council. Unfortu¬ 
nately, I took my position in 
SAC too seriously and argued 
that what theschoolslackcdwus 
education itself; I suggested that 
the staff took the safety of their 
positions more seriously than 
their role as open-minded 
educators. The students res¬ 
ponded but the mafia-like 
establishment of academia 
organised its counter-offensive 
and, at least as far as niy role in 
education was concerned, (hat 
was the end of me. 

It is the one thing I'll never 
forget in my career as an 
architect because education is 
the foundation upon which 
everything else is built. I pity the 
poor students and can only 
suggest that they try to find out 
what we tried to do together in 
1979. Given the facts I'm sorry 
but I must decline Berry's offer 
of friendship — I do, however, 
remain his neighbour.

CEDRIC Price's oxymoronic 
message to the assorted pundits, 
stone-age politicians, bishops 
and Rhowbothams oftheRIBA 
Conference (July II) calls for 
some constructive destruction 
itself — beginning with the 
verbiage before trying to elicit 
any positive suggestions he lias 
in mind. 

He confuses decay and dere¬ 
liction, cities in general and the 
inner city in particular. Phrases 
like “the visual environmental 
assumed modes of behaviour" 
hot from some sociologist 
language-mangler’s repertoire 
don’t mean anything. Maybe 
Price is just being ironical. He is 
simply obscure when lie talks 
about "window shopping be¬ 
coming mechanically tricky" 
and "the London outer-orbital 
road becoming more popular on 
its outside than on its inside". 
He exudes arrogance when he 
describes the conferees as sad, 
frightened people; architects ns 
lazily gullible, middle class and 
squeamish, giving credence to 
Alice in Colcmanland "silli¬ 
ness", and sclf-importnnt in 
thinking they can limc-scrvc 
dishonest governments in their 
attempts to cover-up, Band-aid, 
postpone the day of reckoning. 

There is a basic confusion in 
his concept of a “feasible life¬ 
span" for a city and his sneer at 
“naive architect and adminis¬ 
trators view of thecity as a finite, 
physically recognisable entity". 
Intis not an entity how can it be 
defined at all, let alone be 
allotted a life-span and “fixed 
operational time-cycles" (what¬ 
ever those are)?
